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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4,14-18,24,27-30 are allowed.' 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
agrees with applicants' arguments, especially regarding Gupta. At best, the art of 
record, especially Gupta, sets forth in column 5 a functional unit being a cache with a 
single field 108 in register 106, not being capable of the cache configuring per the task 
attribute bits, as now claimed in the two remaining independent claims 1 and 15. The 
amended claims have overcome the provisional double patenting rejection, as the sets 
of claims no longer conflict. Amendments have also overcome all other outstanding 
objections and rejections. However, the patent number given in the amendment of 
6,751 ,705 appears to be in error as it does not correspond to 09/932,651 . The 
apparently correct patent number ends in "6" and should be carefully reviewed by 
applicants, and if correction is needed, be corrected via rule 312.
